ENGLAND.
A System of Feading Voters,

The New York Herald's correspondent writes
as follows from London on the 1s: inst, t—

A systemn of feeding voters gues on herea long
time gc.lnrt- the eleclion takus place. Sacks ol
flour and potatoes, legs of mutton and articles
of clothing are delivered st placcs where such
things were never seen before in such quanti-
ties, Frying pans are in uso sl hours of tne
day and urght, too, and the alr for long dis-
tances tells you thut mavy are making haste to
get drunk and bilious st the same time. Ol
course, ibhe carrlers of these supplics don't
know who sends them, Others ace transported
puddenly to the seaside, where they are regaled
with  all maoner of deliclous things,
This clase, I am told, never get 1o the seaside
except at an election. Nodoubt they are in
favot of shorterlived Parliaments than would
suit the pockets of many ol their supporters,
Several members of Purlinment were almost
ruined by this gind of thing last election. There
Are more volers now, consequently more mouths
to be filled and many more sighing for a breath
of seaside air and all the other Hitle indulgences
tuat an English election brings.

In other cases men conecvt to be run away
with when they are equally afrald of voting tor
tories or liberals, In illustration of this [ may
mention a case that occurred wtthe last election,
iu which a man was afiald to vole tor either
tories or liberals, as he was I?l!llll"j’ obligated
by the favors of each party. The day before
polling day the tories, as he could not vote for
them, sent him away that be might vot vote for
the other party. The other party were euraged
at his disappearance, 6s in a close contest a vote
is of greal value, and this hnppened to be one.
His clergyman was =ent afier him, but to no
purpose. Tie mao was gone, and nobody knew
where. No doubt he was quletly and merrily
spending the time in some sequestered walering
place, wbere he would congratulate himselt on
the dignity and privilege of being an English
ellc‘oro

Difficnlties of the Liberals,

In England the election canvass was in very
earnest progress when the Kussia sailed from
Liverpool.

The London Specfator, spraking on the
chances of the parties, thinks the liveral chiefs
should devise some system for restricting the
number of liberal candidates, who are in muny
boroughs treading on one onother, to the danger
of the purty. Some mnde of winnowlng them
is wanted which shall be decently satisfactory
and to which they shall submit, under penaity
ot being “*ruled out” o’ the party. Thue pravtice
ol applying 10 well known liberals for their
opinion is not a good une; it 18 too like nomina-
tlon; and the “'previous ballot” does not work
well, the candidates oo olten finding some
reason to evade its decision. II the present
gystem continues we shall be dfiven to adopt
tga American advice of a “caucns,” and with it
all manuner of intrigue fatal to [ree choice on
public grounds. Speecbes from Mr, Gladstone
and Mn Bright, exhorting liberals not to vole
for any candidate who refused to be bound by the
previous vote within the party 1tselr, might
bave u considerable effect in remedying the
existing confusion; but even these would not
get rid of the men put up by the opposite side
1or the express purpose of making divisions,

The.Chances of Faropean War,

The London Review, of the 5ih inst., speaks
thus on the probabilities jol a continental war:—

At this season of the year a sleep and a forget-
ting fall upon the affairs of Hurope, Oar owa
Parliasment is prorogued, aud the Legislative
Chambers of the Continental powers ara for the
most part ip retrement also, Premiers and
their collengues ure at the seagide or ruralizing;
legding poliiclans are secking repose; the
crowved hends ot the uld World are drinking
the waters at plessstnt German spas or seductive
Mediterrancan regorte; revolutionists are re-
cruiting. glde by side with monarchs and minis-
ters, and & eccneral trangnility spreads for a
moment oyver the vexed scene of Earopean
diplomacy. ® * * Inthis sleep of statesman-
ship, however, Lthere may be dieams, nay, there
must be, Mr. Dwra-1i's brains do not lis idle
because he is notin daily attendauce in Downiog
etreet, the BEmperor Napoleon and Count Bis.
mark do not cesse to wateh each other because
their respective Parlisments arve scattered to the
roar&uaru-rs; the Czar 1s minafal of the Cretan
question wone the less becunse of the general
repose; and Gatibaldi still looks towards Bome
acress the heaw aud silence of the waning year,
What do all these potentates—imperial” and
royal, ministerinl and revclutionary—design for
ihe approachivg days? What are they planning
in their holiday meditations? In what reapeot
ahlill v;e benefit or sufler by their seeming n.
action

The present condition of Europe i= so evi-
dently provisional that it behooves us to con-
slder what ought to be the policy of Englapd in
certain eventualities which may, perhaps, arise,
It )s generally assumed that we are, under all
circumstances, to be gulded by the principle of
non-intervention ; but It Is presty certain that in
»on @ conceivable cases we might no: be so
gulded, and, even supposing us to pursue a

ac fication, it will not be easy to avoid express
rng sympathy with one side or the other in
muny possible dispules, First in importance
comes the great question of France and Ger-
many. We bave on two or three occaslons ere
this protested against the alurmist tone with
re:pret to this subject adopted by many con-
tinental and some English papers, It is by no
me ms certuin that eitber France or Prussia con-
templates war., There is doubtless s war party
in bo h countries, but there is & pesce party
too, and in rome respects it looks as though the
lugectlvu governments Incllved to the latter
rather than to tne tormer., Count Blsmerk is
certainly vot ot the present moment makin
haste to abeoib or desour Norlh Gérmany, an
the Emperor Mapoleon nud his Mivisters utter
no word thal s nor emphatcally in favor of the
preservation of amity. M. Mague, the Minlster
of Finance, sald recently at a banquet at Dor-
dogne:—*"Peace will be lasting because Burope
needs It and the Emperor desires it, France is
strong enough to absiuin trom war without
danger of being accused of weakness, for no one
has any luterest m disturbing bher. Aud the
Moniteur de ¢ Armee, contradicting some state-
ments of the Nord, allirms thatthere were never
mor¢ eoldiers absent from thelr regzimebts on
leave than at present, sud that the only military
exercises now taking place are those at the
camps of Chalons and Laonemnzan,  Sull,
though appearavces are in favor ol peace, it s
as well to conslder the possibility of war. Suop-

osing such & disaster to occur—supposing

rance and Prussia to be enegaged in a deadl
strugele—what would be the posture of this
cooniry towards the disputants? Snhoold we
preserve our boasted neutrdlity, or should we be
sucked into the vortex? If the latter, the war
would be European, and we might expect to see
s repetitlon of the events of sixiy years ago. It
is batoly to be supposed that u such a gontest
we eliould be found on the side of France, nor
would it be desirable. Yeb could we take the

side of Prossia with sny advantage 10 she uli-

maie condition of Europe, or any respeol to the
best principles of our own rule?  Prusshs bs still
despotic, and seems likely to remain so. Her
Erm ally in n war with Franoe would probably
¢ Rosla, and this would give fo the struggie
all 1he character & “leghtimist crusade.”
The “divine right lostincts ©f the Prossian
king would be intensified by the lervorof the
oooision, and in some measure warranted by
the enthusinstic support which he would be
sure (o receive from his people. Russin would
not give her countenance on any understanding
favorable to liberty, and it is to see how
the independence and unily of Germany would
be the galner by such & compact, while It ia
quite certain that other nationalities, snch ns

olnnd, would be placed in a still more hopeless
osition than that which they now occopy. As
0 the action which Italy would be likely to
take in such a contingeacy it Is hard to form
asny opiniov, Italy 18 out of love with both her
patrons, and jost now Prossia s apparently even
more dishiked than France.

II, passing from Italy, we turn our cyes
towards the East, we find a dauger certainly no
less than those to which we have been advert-
ing, and capable, perhans, of spreading out
1ato yet more formiduble dimensions aod still

raver results, The prospects of the Turkish

mpire touch very intimately on those great
counciderations of natonalily which are smong
the most important elements of the fatare of
Europe. The Bervian members of thut discord.
ant family dream of establishing an indepeadent
kivgdom; other brauches of the Blavorio siock
look to incorporstion with Ruassia, while the
Grecks, not nupaturally, desire to joiu their
brethren under thescoptre ot King George. Tne
insurrection in Crete may posably become the
nuclens of ageneral Hellenie movement, which
might bripg the whole Eastern question to a
critie, How far the Cretan rebellion can
be consldered & nattonal rising is involved
In cunsiderable doubt. The persistence with
which it is maintaioed looks as if it was some-
thing more thau the eflervescence of discontented
tribes; yet eome indepepdent observers charac-
terizeitus little betier than brigandage, and, con-
sidering the mixed population of the island, snd
{be fact that a proportion of the peeple are
Turkish Molammedans, it is not easy to see
where Lthe materials lor & national movement
are (o be found, The incongroity of the popu-
lation ot European Turkey, the téndency of the
reople to quarrel amorg themselves, and the
low degree of civilization prevalent among
the Cbristians of that part of the world,
render it difficalt for an unprejudiced ob-
server to view with eptire complacency the
prospect of a breakap of the Turkish
svzeraluty, whieh holds together many jarring
forces, 1f a strong nationulity esuld be formed
in Eastern Europe, we should, of course, be de-
lighted 10 see it arice; bur if the cholee is be-
tween Obtoman supervision and anarchy or
Russlan predominance, we must be excused for
desining the continuance of the former natil Jbe
Chrlstians are better educated for independence,
Tbus we see that Io Central Earope, in thesouth
snd in the east, many difficult and dsngerous
complications lurk beneath the calm of the
momint; and we can only hope that the Gov-
ernment and the public opinion of England are
prepared to meet the future with a policy at
once temperate and assured.,

DISASTER.

Barning of James Gordon Bennett's
Renidence,

The New York Times of this morning contains
the following—
‘ The quiet of Washington Heights was radaely
nierrupted yesterday morning, st the residence
of Mr. Jn‘m Gordon Bennett, by the discovery
ol smoke lssning from the wainscoting of the
slecping aparttnent of Mr. Bennett, Jr, A close
scrotiny of the houes failed to reveal the seat of
the fire, but it was evident that there was o
tecret lire, which at any time might barst forth,

The fire penetrated the floora and walls at
difterent points in its progress upward, and the
confined smoke forced its way ont wherever it
found a erevice, and traces of it appoar ln ever
room, #0 thoroughly had i% penetrated the hol-
low walls of the bullding. e destraction by
the fire is comparatively smali, but almost every
rocm in the honse has been deluged with water
aud the piaster and Iresco, ef course, ruined,
The water with which the¢ enginos were sup-
Elled was drawn from the large cisterns of the

ouse and the conservalory, and there was an
abundant eupply of 11, The loss is estimated at
about $20,000. The building s insured for
$60,000 v the National, Clinton, Bmpire; Jeder-
son, and Guardian,

The ecrne alter the suppression of the fire was
one of thorovgh discomiort aud confusion.

him It was during this diversion that Mr,
Varner, by un almost superhuman effort,
wrenched himeell from the grasp of his would-
be murderers, and fled by circuitous paths, bet.
ter known to him than to them, to & place of
safety. Beveral shots were fired upon him, but
they did vot take effect, In the morniog Mr.
Varper obiained the assistapcs of a friendly
negro who piloted him to Farmville, 256 miles
distant, Mr. Varner made

his way on
foot through rain aud maud,

and when

he reached Farmville, as nmL well
be imsgived, was in & pitiable plicht. The
next day a Bureau officer and Mr. Varuer re-

turned to Bockiogham connty to lind evidence
to 1dentify some or all the outlawe, Tt is doabt-
tul, however, whether sufficient evidence ¢an
be obtained, as.those who koow aboat it wounld
fear to testify in the casz, We have jnst heard
the giad tidiogs from Vermont, God bless herl
ig the heart-telt expressioa ol every loyal man
in the Bouth, 1l not Maine cover herself
with equsl glory?
